CLEMO ACQUITTED. 


Tho Jury Find Him Not Guilty of the 
Murder of David Lawric, 
CaYuaa, May 1.—"Not guilty.” Such 
Was the verdict that at 0 o'clock to-night 
frood Joseph Clemo from custody on tho 
charge of murdoring old David Lawrie at 
Dunnvillo in November, 1888, -The jury 


wore by no means unanimous when they first 
rotired, but after a long consultation in view 
of the spotted: character of the 
material witnesses against the prisoner it 
was decided to render a yortict of acquittal. 

Detective Murray’s work on tho case nieots 
with goneral commendation. The prisoner's 
able defence by C, G. Snyder, O.C., no doubt

In November, 1888, the dead body of a 
man, subsequently recognisal as a 
Toronto harness - maker named David 
Lawric, was found floating in a 
feoder of the Welland Canal at Dunnville. 
Ho had $800 in his possession when he dis- 
appoaredt and the pockets had been rifled and 
the money abstracted. An autopsy proved 
that ho had been murdered before being 
thrown in the water, Josopli Clomo,a worthi- 
less character who had ‘done tine,” was 
ascertained to havo madoéa numbor of ad- 
missions as to the crime anihit was loarned, 
that although penniless prior to the murder, 
ho was imwnediately thorestter-quite flush 
with funds. His arrest at Essox Centre 
followed the succeeding April. The evidence 
against Clemo was exclusively confined to 
the admissions he had made, tho circum- 
stances cf the sudden possession of money, 
and soveral of tho principal witnesses were 
worthless characters, 


Charged with Manslaughter, 

Toronto, May 2.—Coroner Johnson hold 
an inquest yesterday afternoon on the doath 
of Mrs, Onkman, tho wifo of Richard Oak- 
man, of 34 Osgoode-street. Tho jury re- 
turned this verdict: ‘That Richard Oakman 
by inflicting injuries on the deceased while 
in a weakened condition did cause her death, 
and that Nellio Weir was an accessory before 
the fact.” Both of the parties were commit- 
ted to jail. 

Deputy-Warden Sullivan of Kingston 
Penitentiary passed through tho city last 
night with three convicts who had been taken 
two Cayuga to give evidence against Joseph 
Clemo. Two of the convicts, who were 
handcuffed and shackled together, are 10-year 
men who hold up a farmer at Canfield 
Junction. One of them escaped. from the 
penitentiary with five othor convicts a few 
months ago but was recaptured, In jumping 
from tho wall he injared his hip and is per- 
mancnutly Iamod as a result. Tho convicts 
were objects of considerable curiosity at the 
dopot,

If Passed the Changes Not Likely to Ge

WaAStINGTON, May 2.—A large number of

THE PULSE OF TRADE. 


Bome Improvement in the Outlook—The 
Week's Failures. 

New York, May 3,—Special telegrams to 
Bradstreet’s indicate much the same cons 
dition of affairs in goneral distributive trade 
circles as oxisted a week ago, Therv is somo 
improvement in the outlook and therefore in 
the feeling. 

Leather continues to show an upward 
tendency and lumber and other building 
materials are firm with a gooddemand. The 
movement of drygoods, hardware and boots 
and shoes is full and that of wheat and corn 
eastward is very heayy, Cattle have ad, 
yanced in price at western centres some 200 
per cwt. while hogs have declined half as 
much, 

Bank clearings in April showed a larger 
gain over tho like month in the proceding 
year (when clearings declined) thau for any 
previous month since November, Tho total 
clearings for April at 52 citles aggre- 
gated $4,725,000,000, or a gain over o year 
ago of 10 per cent. and over March this year 
of 4 por cont.’ Thore wege two more business 
days in April this year than last owing to 
the centennial cekbration. The gain over 
March this year is credited to improved 
speculation and freer sollection. 

Thove is no actual or widespread gain in 
the iron or coal trades eithor as to demand 
or prices, although at the west a more activo 
demand has existed than is folt elsowhere, 
Production of crude iron remains very heavy, 
and buyers know it, This is an element of 
weaknoss in prices of northern pig iron, 
Thore is less uniformity of beliof as to 
whother stocks of pig iron are accumulating

BERLIN, May 4.—Tho Hamburger Nach- 
richten gives a new and startling phaso to 
the secrot history of Princo Bismarck's rotire- 
mont by stating as a positive fact that the 
Emperor's mind was prejudiced by enemies, 
who influenced him to belleve the Prince took 
such large doses of morphine that he often 
lost the power of connected thought, The 
reports reached the Emperor in such a crodi- 
ble form that hd deemed it necessary to sum- 
mon Dr, Schwenniger in order to question 
him regarding Bismarck’s Navn and 
habits. Bismarck resented tho inquiries 
put to his doctor, although the an- 
swers received by the Emperor convinced 
him that the reports were groundless, At 
tho snme time interested persons busied thom- 
selves with creating in the Chancellor's 
mind an impression that the Emperor was 
resolved to get rid of him aé any price, and 
was taking steps to find a successor.

Tho 
Nachrichten adds: “It will not be long be- 
fore tho names of the authors of this 
intriguo are disclosed,” The articlo indicates 
a desire on the part of Bismarck to renew 
close relations with the Emperor, All mis- 
understandings between the Emperor and ex- 
Chancellor aro being explained.

The Singer Sowing Machine 
Elizabeth (N.J.) Burnt. 

EuizasrtH, N.J,, May 7, 3 a.m.—Tho 
Singer sewing machine factory was dis 
covered on fire at 11 o’clock last night. The 
flames wore first seen at the third floor hav- 
ing broken out in the main offlea, The entire 
flre department responded to tho alarm 
but the water from the six steam engines 
had but little effect, At midnight the flames 
were burning flercely and it wascvident that 
tho main buiiding, which covered acres of 
ground, would be destroyed. 

Within 80 minutes after tho firo was

FIRED ON FROM AMBUSH, 


Rival Parties of Italians Have a Shooting | 
Match in New Osleana, 

New Oniians, La., May 4%,—An attempt 
at wholesale nasnssinati mm, believed to be the 
result of an Italian vondotta, was made at an 
early houv this morning and resulted in tho 
serious wounding of threo mon. Elght 
Italians engagod {n tho steyodore businoss 
were riding up Esplanade-avenue in a wagon 
ot the time, Whon the y reached the inter. 
soction of Claiborno-atroct ao party of mon | 
Were discovered in tho shadows of the troe; 
down tho centro of the two wide avonucs 
As tho wagon approached the party ander | 
tho trees opened fro upon the men in the 
vehiclo, and fora minute there was a shar, 
fusilado, 25 shots being fired altogether. 

Most of tho shots camo from the men lying 
in wait, four or five being fired in return by 
the men in the wagon, Tho people living in 
tho neighborhood rushed from their homes to 
enquire Into the cause of the shooting,“but 
before they arrived on tho scene the asinil- 
ants had disappeared, It was discovered 
that three of the mon on the wagon—Tony 
Matrongo, Vincent Caruso and Salyadore 
Soncert—were badly wounded, Caruso was 
shotin tho right leg near the hip joint, 
Matrango received a bullet in the left leg be- 
low the knee and Soncera was wounded in 
the left hip. All the bullets were of large 
calibre, having been fired from rifles or 
muskets and caused ugly and serious wounds. 

Tho other five men in the wagon escaped 
injury by jumping to the ground. as soon as 
the firing began and lying down. These 
men stated that they were so greatly sur- 
prisod at the attack and the whole affair 


happoned in so short. a space of time that! 


they were unable to obtain a view of the 
assailants so that they might be identifled. 
They wero at a loss, they said, to account 
for the murderous assault, but one of them 
intimated that there wass ill-fecling between 
them and the Provenzano gang. Acting 
upon this hint and upon other information 
tho police arrested 10 men, and charged them 
with the assault, These are Vincent 
Provenzano, Peter Provenzano, George 
Provenzano, Jos Provenzano, Tony Jumpo- 
rara, A. Pelligrini, Nicholas Giglio, Peter 
Salvador, Charles “Adonio and Salvador 
Giglio. The men under arrest took the 
matter stoically, said they knew nothing 
about the affair and were prepured to es- 
tablish alibis when they wore given an 
examination, 

The cause of the attack is believed to grow 
out of the rivalry between the Matrangas 
and the Provenzanos in their business Many 
disputes have already occurred between the 
rival partics and one or two shooting 
scrapes lave followed.

CRAZED BY ‘‘GREEN GOODS.” 


Mr, Hogue of North Carolinn Was Too 
Nervous for that Sort of Business. 

New Yorx;, May 8—J. J, Hogue of 
Grover. Clevelandcoanty, N.C., and_ his 
brother:in law, R. F. Hambright, who is 
said to bea wealthy planter, arrivod at the 
Continental Hotel in Nowark early on Fri- 
day morning. They woro homespun cloth- 
ing and looked travel-worn. Hambright is 
a powerfully built man and weighs 225 
pounds. Hoguo isa much smaller man, of a 
very nervous temperament, Hamright 
carried a small black satchel, which 
never left his hand. In the  billlard- 
room of the hotel, after breakfast, the two 
men whispered so much and appeared to 
be so absorbed in mysterious business that 
the police were notified to keep an eye on 
them. Detectives Ward and Cosgrove wero 
detailed. They noticed that a man named 
Watson appeared to have a great deal of 
business with the strangers, and that fre- 
quent confernces were held in room No. 32. 
Watson is tho agent of a ‘‘green goods 
firm,” but the police do not know him, 

Hogue was particularly nervous Saturday 
morning. The men were ovidently waiting 
for Watson. He didn’t come, and Ham- 
bright went ‘‘ over to New York to see the 
sights,” He had hardly left the hotel before 
Hogue seemed to lose all self-control. Ho 
wandered away and was not heard of again 
until Detective Gregory of New Brunswick, 
N.J., found him in that city acting like a 
lunatic. As the detective approached Hogue 
to arrest him. Hogue drew a revolver, but 
Gregory was too quick for him, At tho sta- 
tion house he calmed down  suflicient- 
ly to toll something about him- 
self. He said that he and Ham- 
bright had come north to deal with the 
“green goods” nien, When his brother-in- 
law left him he became seized with the idea 
that he was about to be arrested. It seemed 
to him as if every person he met was about 
to make hima prisoner. How he reached 
New Brunswick he did not know, but he 
thought ho must have walked, as a ticket 
that he had purchased at the Markot-street 
station was still in his pocket and had not 
been punched, Hogue had two 38 calibre re- 
yolvers, overy chamber loaded, and about 
$30 in gold coin and a lot of counterfeit bills, 
Ho afterward showed tho police where $300 
in good money was vowed in the lining of his 
vest, 

When Hambright returned to the Conti- 
n ntal Hotel after his trip to New York ho 
was surprised to learn that Hogue bad not 
Ho finally re- 
ported tho case to the police, who learned 
Hambright was allowed 
to go to New Brunswick, and afterward 
started for the south with Hogue, The 
circular which brought the two men North 
said the green goods wero mado from stolen 
Government plates, and were of course, in- 
distinguishable from lawful money, 


where Hogue was.

FOR THE FARMERS! BENEFIT. 


Congressman McKinley's Speech on the 
United States Tariff BILL 

Wasuixotox, May 7.—In the débate on the 
Tariff Bill to-day Mr. McKinley sald every’ relief 
which could be afforded agricultural interests by 
the tariff had been recommended. The minority 
saida duty on agricultural products would not 
benefit the farmer. The majority think 
ing differently hod advanced the duty all 
along the linc. If gentlemen reflected upon 
the difference in the price of labor here and 
abroad in the production of wheat they would 
perceive how near we were, ifwe had not indeed 
reached it, to the danger line so far even as our 
home market was concerned. The farmers ap- 
preciated the fact that the American agri- 
culturist must sell his products in the 
markets Of the world in competition with 
wheat produced by the low-priced labor 
of other countries. Their care must be to pre- 


“serve their own market, for they must be driven 


from the foreign one unless, by reducing the cost 
of production, they could compete with unequal 
conditions 

Under the duties fixed by the Dill the 
annual imports of $25,000,000 of agricultural 
products would be supplied the people 
of the United States by the American 
farmer rather than by the Canadian farmer, and 
that $25,000,000 distributed among the farmers 
would relieve some of the depression prevailing 
and give them confidence and courage and Increas- 
ed ability to raise the mortgages upon their 
farms. During the 12 years of reciprocity 
with Canada the United States bought much more 
than it sold. What Canafa and other countries 
wanted was a free and open market in the United 
States. What the United States wanted, if itever 
had reciprocity, was. reciprocity with equality, 
reciprocity that was fair and that would 
give her her share in the trade or the bargain she 
made with the other countries of the world. 
Whenever the United States had had trade reci- 
procity or low duties it bad always been the loser, 
but he would not discuss reciprocity, This was a 
domestic bill, it was not a foreign bill. 

Mr. Mills declared this was the first bill that 
had come before the people with its mask torm 
off like a highwayman demanding their purses. 
To check importation was to check exportation. 
Noman could show that we might sell without 
buying. Aswe removed the barriers to free ex- 
change we increased our trade. Protection boiled 
down meant wore work and less result, and 
carried to its conclusion it meant all work and no 
result,

At tho last meeting of the Paris Academy 
of Sciencos M. Aime Girard gave somo inter- 
esting information respecting the Emporor, or 

tichter’s Imperator, potato. Ho stated that, 

after tosting it on a small scale for some years, 
he grew it largely in 1SSS and 1889, and also 
gave out tubers for cxporiment to forty 
growors in different parts of France, It ap- 
peared that, while tho average ylold of tubers 
in France does not exceed 7,500 kilogrammes 
(say 147 hundredweight) to the hectare, a hec- 
fare being 2.4 acres, the varioty known as 
the Imperator may, under certain conditions, 
yield as mich as $5,000 to 40,000 kilogrammes 
per hectare of tubers, with more than 20 per 
cont, of dry starch. These figures wero quite 
borne ont by M. Girard’s owa oxpsrionce, his 
crop of 1589 ylolding 80,000 kilozrammes of 
tubors per hectare, with 20.4 per cent, of 
starch, oqual to 7,056 kilogrammes of dry 
starch, which ismore than tho general average 
weight of tubers themselves in France, In 
thirty-three out of forty experimental cases 
throughout the country the goneral result 
was a yield ranging from 32,000 to 44,000 kilo- 
grammes per hectaro, with a proportion of 
20.4 to 24,2 per cont, of dry starch, the average 
yield being 36,000 kilogram:mes por hoctare 
and 7,000 kilogrammos of dry starch.~London 
Times.

TEN UNFORTUNATES PERISH IN THE 
FLAMES. 


The Chupangd County (N.Y. Poor Mouse 
nod Tnsone Asylum Burnt to the 
OGround—{The Fire Bapposed to Mave 
Oviginatod Vrontan Old Woman's Pipe, 

Urica, May 8—Tho Chotango County 

Poor House at Preston was burnt Inst night 

at il ioclock and tho Hyves of ton of tho in- 


mates wore lost. Tho fro started in 
the jnsano department, All tho do- 
partments in tho {nutitution wero 


crowded and it can well be imagined that 
the rescue of tho poor brontures, many 
of them old and very feeble and others wild 
with fear and terror, which nddod to their 
Joxanv delusions, was by mo means an ensy 
task, Tho victims wore; 

Farah Milla, Afton, §, Beardaley, Columbus, 
Arvillh Attwood, Norwich. D, Dibbie, Balnbridyo 
A. Austin, county chargy, A. Babcock, eo, charge, 
L. Warren, county charge, Lama Gray, Groene. 

6. Gallagher, Norwich. M.A.O'Danicla, Preston. 

The bodice woro ontirely consumed oxcept 
the trunks, Keépor Hall wis in Norwich in 

the afternoon, Upon returning to Preston 
he was eatlog a lunchoon Whon one of tho at- 
tendants ran in aod oxclalimed: ‘We aro all 
on fire.” Kooper Hall afd the attehdanta 
imimedintely set to work. rescuing tho in- 
roates somo of whom assisted materially in 
faving the othors. \Non6.of the provisions or 
honsohold effects wo. saved. Nothing re- 
mains but the cistern in the cellar. 

Tho buildings destroyéd were tho asylum, 
in which there were about 80 inmates, and 
the pauper house and {dlot ward, in which 
there were about 40, Both wore three-story 
woodon buildings in good ropnir, baving 
wings two-story in helght. They stood 
side by sidé, a driveway separating, 
Thoy were valued fat $25,000 and insured for 
$19,000 and aro a total lows. The horrible 
part of tho disaster was the burning of tho 10 
idfots who were ponned in their cells and were 
roasted Alive, The fire started in this portion 
‘of the miain building and as the inmates wero 
asleep and no sounds were beard it is prob- 
able that tho smoke and gases smothered 
them before they felt the pain of the firs, 

Tho origin of the fre was probably tho 
smouldering sparks of a slight flre which 
occurred Wednesday afternoon, Deborah 
Dibble, a feoble-minded old woman, was 
smoking a ppe and wt her cloth- 
ing and bedding on fire and was 
burned fatally» beforo the flames 
could be extinguished. Her  corpso 
was burned last night, It is supposed that 
the flve started from somo undiscovered 
smouldering ‘sparks from this event, Tho 
kooper was awakened by a pauper and at- 
tentpted to releasé the idiots, but was driven 
back by the fre. He then ran through tho 
other buildings in his nightclothes, rousing 
the inmates and turning them out of doors. 

Tho insane pat{ents had, some of them, to 
be forced out and fought against release, but 
all were saved. Most of them were taken 
under guard to the Methodist and Univer- 
salist Churches till other quarters are pro- 
vided, and such a gibbering, motley congre- 
gation was never seen in’ churches before. 
Some escaped and took to the woods, whero 
the shoriff anda largo number of deputica 
are hunting for them. Keeper Mainwaring 
rescued soveral at the peril of his life. 

The scone atthe burning was indescribablo 
and the horrors of Longue Point wero 
roenacted on a smaller scala. Demented and _ 
terror-strickon inmates wandered around the 
burning piles in a hopeless’ manner. The 
great wooden bnildings lit up the hills for 
miles around. Tho coroner will hold an in- 
quest, 


SICKENING SCENES. 


The Koepers’ Stories—Friends Searching 
, for Lost Inmates, 


Norwicu, N.Y., May &—Tho excitement 
here over the destruction of tho poor houss 
and county insane asylum is intense, All 
who had friends among the unfortunates have 
eagerly sought information of their fates. 
A procession of all sorts of vehicles 
has been going to Preston all day, 
The smoke and stench from the holocaust 
are perceptible here. At the scene of disaster 
it was sickening. The idiots were locked in 
and roasted! like beasts. 

Their unearthly screams first aroused 4 
pauper named Edward Francis, who slept 
nearthem. Francis says be arose and culled 
Keeper Mainwaring, who came down stairs 
from his roof in a hurry. By that time 
the building was a gonor and tho folks inside 
were screaming and calling for help but no 
one could live a minute in there, Keeper 
Mainwarning says that when he was 
eroused ho did not wait to dress 
himself but bounded down-stairs in 
his bare feet. On opening the door 
leading from the hall to the id{ot 
department he saw the interior 
wos one mass of flames and the 
smoke overpowering. He attempted to 
rescue the inmates who were shut in their 
cells» but, was jdriven back by the heat 
and smoke, Ho then ran out and gave tho 
alarm, returned to his room and dressed him- 
self and then ran through the corridors and 
aroused the paupers, 

In some instances the people were davod 
and it was necessary to carry them bodily 
down from the house, Mainwaring says that 
when ho took possession os keeper he 
the old stovopipe and 
replaced it with new. besides puttiug heavy 
shooting fron screens around every stove and 
he did everything to prevent a conflagration, 

Keeper Hall of tho insane depart- 
ment says some of the lunatics were 
Ugly ond refused to be rescued until main 
force was used, All the corpses were burned 
beyond recognition. In somo instances only 
o portion of tho body is loft.

“Cuantotretown, P.E.L, May 8—This 
resolution was adopted by the Legislature 
previous to prorogation: 

‘Whereas, The Dominion Parliament did in 
the year 1879 placo on the statute book of 
Canada a standing offer to reciprocal froo 
trade with the U.S. on the same basis as the 
treaty of 1854, and the Government of Can- 
add in 1874 and again in 1887 invited the © 
American Government to a full consideration 
of the trade relations of the two countries, 
and ; 
“Whereas, The said offer and invitations 
were not met in a friendly spirit by the 
American Government, but the sald Govern- 
ment haye shown clearly that no measure of 
free trade with Canada will be considered by 
them except on such terms as will ruin our 
trade with other countries, d y our 
political independence and result in an 
oppressive system of direct taxation, and 

“Whereas, all questions of trade and com- 
merce are under the British North America 
Act assigned to the exclusive control of the 
Federal Parliament, therefore 

“Resolved that this House, whilo anxious: » 
for as fulla measure of free trade with tho’ 
United States as the interests of this country” 
will permit, do not accede to the request of 
the Legislative Council by appointing a com- 
mittee to prepare an address to the Governor- 
General on the subject of trade relations of 
Canada and the United States.”

The circular says: ‘It must be evident to 
almost every one carefully considering the 
matter, that theses clauses bear upon the 
faco their own condemnation, They make 
the bishop, the one single individual, the 
suprome and final arbiter of almost all 
matters affecting the interests of the church 
Tho synod becomes simply a convenient 
machine for accomplishing that, purpose. 
It creates. spiritual autocracy, a species of 
diocesan popedom. This condition of affairs 
may sult the views and gain the support of 
thse among the clergy who agpire to the 
parochial autocrates, but it certainly will 
find no favor with a latge number of that 
body, and still less with a large majority of 
our lay members ” 

The remedy suggested by the circular 1 
the calling ofa mixed assemblage, such as 
that which on May 20, 1875, adopted the 
present constitution, for the purpose of 
repealing it and adopting a new one.

‘/AM ESCAPED WITH THE SKIN OF 
MY TEETH.” 


Such is the Experionce of Many Who Are 
Convortéd to God—A Strong Appeal to 
Who Lost the Faith 


They Once Possessed. 


Those Have 


Dr, Talmage proachod from tho above quo- 
tation last Sunday, the words being found in 
Job xix, 290. Said ho; 

Job had it bard. What with boils and 
boreavements and bankruptcy, and a fool of 
n wifo, ho wished bo was dead; and Ido 
not blame him. His flesh was gone und his 
bones were dry, His teeth wasted away 
until nothing but the enamel seems loft. He 
cries out, ‘Lam escaped with tho skinof my 
tooth.” Thore bas been some difference of 
opinion abolit this passage. St, Jorome and 
Kchultens, and Doctors Good and Poole and 
Barnes have all tried their forcos on Job's 
teeth, You dony my interprotation, and 
say, ‘What did Job know about the enamol 
of the tecth!’’ He knew everything about 
it, Dental surgery is almost as old as tho 
earth, Tho mummies of Egypt, thousands of 
yours old, are found to-day with gold-Ulling 
in their teeth, Ovid and Horaco and Solo- 
mon and Moses wrote about these important 
factors of the body, To other provoking 
complaints, Job, I think, had added an exas- 
perating toothacho, and putting bis hand 
against the inflamed face, ho says: “Lam 
escaped with the skin of my teeth.” 

A yory narrow escapo, you say, for Job's 
body and soul; but there are thousands of 
men who make just as narrow escape for 
their soul, There was ao time when the 
partition between them and ruin was no 
thicker than a tooth’s enamel; but as Job 
finally escaped, so haye they, Thank God! 
thank God! 

Paul expresses tho same idea by a different 
figure when he says some people are “saved 
as by fire.” A vessel at sea is in flames, You 
go to the stern of the vessel. Tho boats have 
shoved off. The flames advance; you can en- 
dure heatno longer on your fuce. You slide 
down on the side of the vessel and hold on 
with your fingers until the forked tongue of 
tho fire begins to lick the back of your hand. 
and you feel that you must foll, when one of 
the lifeboats comes back, and the passengers 
say they think they have room for one more, 
The boat swings under you—you drop into it 
—you are saved. Some men are pursued by 
temptation until they are partially consumed, 
but, after all, get off—'‘saved as, by fire.” 
But [like the figure of Job a little better 
than that of Paul, because the pulpit has not 
worn it out; and I want toshow you, if God 
will help, that some men make narrow escap- 
es for their souls, and are saved “with the 
skin of their teeth.” 

It is as efisy for some people to look at the 
cross as for you to look to this pulpit. Mild, 
gentle, tractable, loving, you expect them te 
become Christians. You go over to the store 
and say: ‘‘Grandon joined the church yester- 
day.” Your business comrades say; That is 
just what might haye been expected; he al- 
ways was ofthat turn of mind,” In youth 
this person,of whom I speak was always 
good. He never broke things. He never 
laughed when it wasimproper to laugh. At 
soven he could sit an hour in church, perfect- 
ly quiet, looking neither to the right hand 
nor to the left, but straight into the eyes of 
tho minister, as though he understood the 
whole discussion about the eternal decrees. He 
never upset things nor lost them. He floated 
into the kingdom of God so gradually that it 
a uncertain just when the matter was decid- 
° 

I may be preaching to some who have cut 
loose from churches and Bibles and Sundays, 


and who have come in here with no inten- 
tion of becoming Christians themselves, but 
just to see what is going on; and yet you 
may find yourself escaping before you leave 
this house, as ‘‘with the skin of your teeth.” 
Ido not expect to waste this hour, Ihave 
seen boats go off from Cape May or Long 
Branch and drop their nets, and after 
awhile come ashore, pulling in the nets, 
without having caught a single fish. It was 
not a good day, or they had not the right 
kind of a net. But we expect no such ex- 
cursion to-day, The water is full of fish, the 
wind is in the rightdirection, the gospel net 
is strong. * Ob, thou who didst help Simon 
and Andrew to fish, show us to-day how to 
cast the net on the right side of the ship! 

Some of you in coming to God, will have 
to run against sceptical notions. It is useless 
fer people to say sharp and cutting things 
to those who reject the Christian religion, 
I cannot say such things. By what process 
of temptation or trialor betrayal you have 
come to your present state, I know not. 
There are two gates to your nature; the gate 
of the head, and the gate of tho heart, The 
gate of the head is Joeked with bolts and 
bars that an arebaugel could pot break, but 
the gate of your heart swings easily on its 
hinges, Jf assaulted your body with wea- 
pons, you would moet me with weapons, and 
it would be sword-stroke for sword-stroke, 
and wound for wound, and blood for blood; 
but if I come and knoek at the door of your 
house, you open it, and give me the best seat 
in your parlor, If I should come at you now 
with an argument you would answer me with 
an argument; if with sareasm, you would 
answer mie with sarcasm; blow for blow 
stroke for stroke; bu2 when I como and knock 
at the door of your heart, you open it and 
say, “Come in, my brother and tell mo all 
you know about Christ and heaven,” 

Listen to two or three questions: Are you 
as happy os you used to be when you believed 
in the truth of the Christian religion? Would 
you like to havo your children travel on in tho 
road in which you are now traveling? You 
had ao relative who professed to be a Christian 
and was thoroughly consistent, living and 
dying in the faith of the gospel. Would you 
not like to live the same quiot lifo, and die the 
samo peaceful death? I havo a letter, sent 
mo by one who has rejected the Christian 


religion. Itsays: “Iam old enough toknow 
that the joys and pleasures of life are ovanes- 
cent, and to realize the fact that it must be 
comfortable in old age to believe in something 
relative to the fdture, and to ha¥o a faith in 
sone system that proposes to save, Iam free 
to confess that f would be happier if I could 
exercise the simple and beautiful faith that is 
possessed by many whom I know. I am not 
willingly out of the chureh or out of the faith 
My state of uncertainty is one of unrost, 
Sometimes t doubt my immortality, and look 
upon the death-bed as the closing scene, aftor 
which there is nothing 
Ihave not donef’ Ah! scepticism {sa dark 
and doleful land. Lot mo say that this Bible 
is either trac or false. If it be false, wo are 
as well offas you; if it be true, then which of 
us is safer!

Omnipotent graco has pulled | 
out many a soul that was deoper in the mire 
you are, They Hine the beach of 
heaven—tho multitude whom God has res- 
cued from the thrall of suicidal habits, If 
you this day turn your back on the wrong | 
and startauew, God will help you. Oh tho 
weakness of hunan help! Mon will sympa- 
thize fora while, and then turm you off. | 
If you ask for their pardon, thoy will give it, 
and say they will try you again; but, falling | 
away again undor the power of temptation, 
they cast youolf forever, But God forgives 
soventy times seven; yea, seven hundred 
times; yea, though this be the ten-thousandth 
time. Heis more earnest, more sympathe- 
tic, more helpful, this last time than when 


you took your first misstep. 

If, with all tho influences favorable for a | 
right life, men make so many mistakes, how | 
much harder it is when, for instance, some 
appetite thrusts its iron grapple into the roots 
of the tongue, and pulls aman down with 
hands of destruction!

in heaven how narrowly they escaped— es- 
caped as ‘‘with the skin of their teeth.” 

‘here are others who in attempting to come 
to God, must run between a great many bus- 
iness perplexities. If a man go over to busi- 
ness at ten o'clock in the morning, he has 
some time for religion; but how shall you 
find time for réligious contemplation when 
you are driven from sunrise to sunset, and 
have been for flye years going behind in bus- 
iness, and are frequently dunned by creditors 
whom you cannot pay, and when, from Mon- 
day morning until Saturday night, you are 
dodging bills that you cannot moot? You | 
walk day by day in uncertainties that have : 
kept your brain on fire for tho past threo 
years. Some with less business troubles than 
you have gone crazy. The clerk has heard a 
noise in the back counting-rooms and gone 
in, and found the chief man of the firm a 
raying maniac;or the wife has heard the 
bang of a pistol in tho back parlor, and 
gone in, stumbling over the dead body of 
her husband—a suicide. There are in this 
house to-day three hundred men pursued, 
harassed, trodden down, and scaiped of 
business perplexities, and which way to 
turn they do not know. Now God will not 
be hard on you. He knows what obstacles 
are in the way of your being a Christian, and 
your first effort in the right direction, He 
will crown with success, Do not let Satan, 
with ‘cotton bales and kegs and hogsheads 
and counters and stocks of unsaleable goods 
block up your way to heaven. Gather up all 
your energies, Tighten the girdle about 
your lions. Take an agonizing look into tho 
face of God, and then say: ‘Here gocs one 
grand effort for life eternal!” and then bound 
away for heaven, escaping as ‘‘with tho skin 
given teeth.”

THE COTTON CROP. 


Delays in Planting Caused by 
Conditions in the South. 


Various 


WaSHINGTON, May 11.—The statistical re- 
turns of the Department of Agriculture for 
May relative to cotton report the progress of 
planting and conditions affecting scoding 
and germination. Planting is late except in 
the Carolinas, In Georgia itis scarcely up 
to tho average at this date, the delay being 
caused by drouth, difficulty of plowing and 
slow germination, From Alabama westward 
serious delays have occurred from excessive 
rains, overflow of bottom lauds and floods 
from tho rise of great rivers. Keplanting is 
necessary whore tho seelhas rotted in the 
ground. Great scarcity of seed is reported 
in parts of Tennessee. Usually nearly seven- 
eighths of the cotton area is seeded before 
the close of April. This year only throe- 
fourths has been planted, In the Mississipp! 
River bottom Jands tho fear of floods as well 
as actual overflows prevents planting, which 
will be actively pushed as the water subsides 
and the danger beconies less imminent, 

Tho Winter Grain Report. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The official report 
of the condition of winter grain May 1 makes 
a reduction of one point in wheat, tho aver- 
age being 80. Tho rye average is maintained, 
being 05.5; barley 4.6. Areas in which the 
roots were not too soverely frozen have im- 
proved during tho past month, in others the 
injury is shown to be groator than appear 
nnees indicated. Some correspondents state 
that it is yet too early to know the amount 
of vitality and ultimate dogree of develop- 
ment of the plant. The drained fields 
suffered least and mellow soils properly 
prepared csacaped severo injury. Heavy 
clays, undraincd and level areas holding 
moisture in many places almost 
totally destroyed. Henco the heaviest de- 
cline in condition appears in Indinna 
and Illinois, A _ part { the Ohio 
breadth improved, while a larger part doe- 
clined, causing a fall of five points for the 
state, A Joss in condition is reported in

Sir John Macdonald thought the Hovse 
should not too severely condemn the want of 
judgment shown in the confiscation, as thoy 
should remember that thore had been a good 
deal of confiscation in the China and Indian 
service in which General Middleton had been 
engaged, Buthe thought nevertheless that 
the Genoral had acted quite illegally in con- 
fiscating the furs, andin appropriating thom 
bad committed an illegal and improper act 
for which there could be no defence, 

In answer to Mr. Mitchell, who called upon 
the Goyernment to state what they were go- 
ing to do with tl® General now, Sir John 
Macdonald said the Governmeat could take 
no action until the report was passed upon 
by the Commons. When that was done it 
would be the duty of the Government to 
consider what furthor action should be taken. 

The report was adopted after some further 
discussion of an unimportant nature, 

The House spent all the evening in Com- 
mittee of Supply until 1 o'clock, The bill 

amending the Railway Act (from the Senate) 
was considered in committee and adopted. 
Ths House adjourned at 1% am.

RAILWAY SUBSIDIES. 


The Remainder of the List—Only Two of 
Land and Two of Moncey. 

Orrawa, May 12.—Mr. Dewdney gives 
notice of resolutions authorising a grant to 
tho Lake Manitoba Railway and Canal Com- 
pany of 400 acres of land per mile for a 
line from Portage la Prairie to Lake Winni- 
pegosis, a distance of about 125 miles; also of 
6400 acres per mile to tho Manitoba South- 
eastern Railway for a line from Winntpog 
southerly or southeasterly toa point on the 
west side of Lake-of-the-Woods, a distance of 
about 110 miles. 

Sir John Macdonald gives notice of two 
additional money subsidies, These are; To 
the Temiscounta Railway Company for 16 
miles from the west end of the 20 miles of the 
branch railway from Edmunston towards 
the St. Francis River, $51,200; also for a 
railway from the north end of the 14 miles 
for which a subsidy was granted to the 
Tobique Valley Railway Company from Perth 
Centre towards Plnister Rock Island, 11 
miles, $35,200. It is announced that no fur- 
ther subsidies will be proposed this session.

The noice left by the asiers ris to bo r 
the wordiug, ‘You ars a 8 83)d8 a veparate 
sshool supporter,” or ‘You areasies ied as 
a public school supporter," as the cass may 
be, ao that each ratepeyer will no. fuil to 
take notice if mistakes are made, 

Tho assessor must bo guided by the list 
of noti:es sent to the clerk ia oocertainiag 
wh» are to ba ass sssed as separate sohoel 
supporters ; therefore all who do not s> 
give notice are Spreaumed to.be supporters 
of public echools. . 

Tho s'atement to the asscssr under 8. 8. 
of seo, 43 of the separate szhoo!s ach means 
and always meant, a statemen’, if not by 
to ratopsyer himsilf,by his auth rity 
and not otherwise. No unauthorized» 
poraon opuld ever under the law answor 
for any ratepayer how he was to bea rated 
for school tax. 

The inunicipal council is given power 
to enqu'ro into and cor.ect errs, and the 
usual appeals to the court of revision and 
county jadge ara provided for.

HUNTING IN AFRICA: 
The Dark Continent Being Rapidly Depo 
pulated of Its Dig Game, 

Royal Phelps Carroll. son of the former 
governor of Maryland, left this city in Octo 
ber last, says the New York Sun, for ahunt 
{n the game coyutry around Mount Kilima- 
Njaro, in Africa. This was not his first visit 
to the hunting-grounds of the dark continent, 
and it may not be his last, for the pews comes 
from Zanzibar that ho bas returned there 
after three months of glorious sport on the 
great Masai plateau, and that 200 head of 
large game, including many lions and ele- 
phants, fell before his rifle. Tho same dis- 
patch Informs us that the recent fashionable 
epidemic has invaded inner Africa, andmany 
men iu Mr. Carroll’s Carayan suffered se 
verely from influenz1. 

The region Mr, Carroll visited, though near 
the equator, is very high and comparatively 
salubrious, and it is now the paradise of sports- 
men who go to Africa on hunting tours. The 
stories that Thompson and other travelers 
have told of the gaiuo of many varieties that 
wander over those vast plaink have thrilled 
the Nimrods of the north, and not afew Eng- 
lishand Russian hunters havo abandoned 
India and South Africa and sought the new 
region, where they have found such sport as 
they have seldom soon elsewhere. An Eng- 
rlish party of four gentleman, headed by Sir 
John Willoughby, recently returned from the 
Kilima-Kjaro country with nutncrous tro- 
phies of the chase and reported killing thirty 
varieties of the larger game, including ele- 
phants, lions, rhincceroses, giraffes, a dozen 
species of the antclope family, ostriches, and 
crocodiles,

Tho Souih 
African rhinoceros, like our bison, is becom- 
ing rapidly extinct, Formerly three species 
roamed in great numbers through the south- 
ern part of tho continent, Tho largest of 
them, the white rhinceevos, is now rarely 
seen, and few of the othor varicties can now 
be shot farther south than the northern part 
of the Trausvaal, Wisanann tells how the 
elopbant used to come down to the very shore 
of the ocean in Angola, but bardly a speci- 
mon of this animal can now be found 
throughout that vast region, Hunters tra- 
vel sometimes for days from the Zambesi 
southward without getting a single shot at 
any of the larger game. The days of whole- 
salosport aro over in many African region# 
that were once famous, 

A good many friends of Africa like Mr. 
Stanley, who, by the way, does not believe in 
killing game for fun, think it is about time 
to calla halt. Mr, Stanley severely criticises 
tho British East Afeican company for the 
unbounded priviloges it has given to hunters 
in the Kilima-Njaro country. In aninterviow 
at Cairo the othor day ho said the company 
was permitting sportsmen to oxterminate the 
game that would be sorely noeded some day 
as food for railroad laborers, Ho condemned 
as sonsoless and murderous the practice of 
s| hunting the big game of Africa merely that 
sportsmen “may decorate their stuccoed walls 
with furs, hides, and horns,” 

Sportsmen will not sympathize with this 
yiow, but tho fact that large parts of Africa 
aro being depopulated of their big same shows 
that it is not difficult to overdo the mania for 
hunting in wild countrics, Not many native 
chiefs are so far-sighted as the savage king of 
Matabelo land, who bas probibited olephant- 
huntiog in his country during a part of every 
year, There is littl doubt that unless the 
wholosale slaughter of gamo in Africa is 
restrained the country will be swopt clean of 
many varietios that white men would hore 
after (ud very useful.

Troublé Feared at Prague, 

Praavur, May 13—The strikers here are 
holding a parade to-day.

Hamecvna, May 13,—Great excitement 
prevails here on account of the strike of tho 
gas workers, Crowds .of the strikers and 
other persons bent on creating diorder par- 
aded the streets to-day and acted in a riotous 
manner, They threw stones at the tram 
cars and several passengers were injured. 
The police finally charged and dispersed the 
mob. 


Attacked & Provision Train. 

CrrTtinse, May 13,—A party of Albanians 
has attacked and plundered a provision train 
on its way from Irek to this town. A woman, 
® passenger on tho train, was killed and 
several other persons were wounded, The 
Montenegrins are greatly excited and con- 
flicts are impending, although the Porte has 
promised to bring the perpetrators of tho 
outrage to justice and to indemnify the 
sufferers, 

Emin’s Expedition Delayed. 

ZANZIBAR, May 13.—Tho Emin Pasha ex- 
pedition to the interior of Africa has met 
with unforesoen difficulties. The expedition 
left Bagamoyo April 28, and has only 
reached a point distant five days’ march 
from the coast. It has been greatly delayed 
by the death of a number of porters and the 
desertion of many others, 


France and Dahomey. 

Panis, May 13.—A despatch from Kotonan, 
Dahomey, says during an exchange of 
prisoners nine Dahomians committed 
suicide by throwing themselves into the 
waters of the harbor. 

The Germans have abandoned their factory 
at Whydah. The King continues hostile, 
At the last moment the King was inclined to

A BIG REWARD OFFERED.

Wiynirea, May 13.—Mrs. ©, F. Cocking, 
servant and two children, Tokyo, Japan, ar- 
rived at Winnipeg Saturday.

The accommodations of this s:hool are 
generally poor, In fact in the matior of 
accommodation and equipmoet the oondl- 
tionefthe Belleville echool is far below 
that of any ober school ia the c'tics and 
largo towns of the province. As soon as 
posrible accommodation shouldbe providea 
separate froin the public schools, I havo 
graded the blackboarde a1 above with tho 
understandivg that tho board will put 
them in first cles: condition. Tho water- 
closetr, school greuods and halls, dessrve 
no recognition in the grading, It the 
waterelosets wero kept locked and resory- 
ed for high school pupils alone they would 
be recognized.

Rights Ass ci stiom, 


He Writes of the Party Machine and 
Hiqual Rights. 

Rey. Dr. Caren, principal of the Equal 
Rigois Associstion writes to the Mail as 
follows : P

With tho exceptionof what is sail ie- 
gerdiog the abolition of Separate s:hoola, 
there ta mothing in the recent addrors 
which is mot contained, explicituly ia- 
plicitly, ia the resolutions adopted by the 
Cenvention in June Jast. This larger 
question, | hanbly think, should te ears- 
estly considered by our people, and {3 not 
prematuraly brought forward ; 
bub till public opimisn declares itself 
with sufficient authority it were unreason: 
ble to expect that any government. 
should stake is existence on definite 
action in relation toit. Bat, unlers we 
have failed to observe what is taking place 
both in the United States aad in Canade, 
we mustbho aware that the question of 
separate schools is not yet sottled, Itis 
easy—bapvit is futile—to s.y that separate 
schools are guar: mceed by our eorssitution; 
or that two sets of public schools sre as 
satisfactory as one; or that Exgland, in 
which denominational schools exist side 
by side with board sshools may bo taken 
as our patternia a composte system; or 
that eur Roman Catholic fellow-citizens 
will esta! si voluatary sehoo!s if wo abol- 
ish separate schools, thus defeating tho end 
whieh We aro supposed to have io view ia 
aeakinag to anily primary education. ‘Tho 
answor ‘oa!l these allegations is thata 
country such as ours must bave liberty to 
deal with all ques'ions which immadiately 
affect the development of natioval life.and 
that irrespective of the traditions and 
practice of the old lands—much as we owe 
to theaiand much as we love them—we 
muttia our new country keep charch and 
state suyparate, refasing to bes’ow from the 
public excheqarr ondowmentr, or sub- 
vontionr, or gifts upon churches or 
open sricitly denominational objects 
Hero is a clear priaciple, easily 
Gnderstoud by ali, the observance of 
which would save immens> trouble to the 
State, while it would really benefit the 
charch and religion, Let this» who he- 
lero in a State Chorch hold their opinion, 
bur letthom recognize the necossity of 
observing—in a province such as Ontari> 
as loist—tho course hero indicated, 

As long as peperate sehvolo ex s* 
authority of the State they should te 
under regulations identical with thcas 
which govern the Paslic sshools, except 
ip 60 fares tho special character which 
belongs to them or the provisions of the 

British Worth America Act detormine 
othorwise. I can hardly see how this 
atateormont can be controverted, and it } 
covers, if limistake not, what is said of 
this sabject ia the addres, while it aup 
p'ies a comparatively easy rule for the 
Logislaters to follow,

Incroase In profits 

Tho roport attributes the decrease in work 
ing oxponses to the lange expenditure made 
for improvements during thé past fow year 
and indicates the intention of the directors 
to continue improvements with a viow to tho 
further cheaponing of the cost of of oration 
and oxprosses tho bellof that tho proportion 
of working expenses to gros earnings will 
soon bo bronght below 55 per cont, 

Tho directors {n tho report expross tholr 
intention to continue dividends at the rate of 
6 per cont. and their beliof that there w fll be 
no difficulty in maintaining this rate. Tho 
bad harvest in tho Northwest materially 
affected traffic for the last half of tho year 
and earnings had to be made good from 
trafic of a leaner doscription than ig usually 
sought by the company, The entire property 
of the company has been well maintained and 
the railway hag enjoyed romarkable immunity 
from serious accident and is the only one of 
tho transcontinental lines that has beon 
entirely freo from snow blockades in tho 
mountains, The land sales for the year wore 
105,160 acres for $731.10 as against 162,510 
acres for $555,010 in 1858. 

The report oxprosses tho belief that there 
is. no good ground. for anticipating hostile

A Protest Against Type-setting Machines— —

Among the mountains of Palostine no one 
is more uplifting than Mount Olivet, It was 
tho peroration of our Lord's ministry, On 
the roof of a house in Jorusalom I askod; 
“Which is Olivet? and tho first glance trans- 
fixed me, But how shall I describe my emotions, 
when, near the close of a journey, in which 
wo had for two nights encamped amtd the 
shattered masonry of old Jericho, and tasted 
of tho acrid waters of the Doad Sen, that cry- 
atal sarcophagus of the buried cities of tho 
plains, and waded down into the deep and 
swift Jordan to baptize a man, and visited 
tho ruins of the house of Mary and Martha 
and Lazarus, we found ourselves in stirrups 
and on horse, lathered with the long and dif- 
flcult Way, ascending Mount Olivet, Oh, 
that solomn and suggestive ridgo! It is a 
limestono bill, a milo in length, and three 
hundred fevt high, and twonty-seven hundred 
fogt above tho level of the sea, Over it ae 
David fled with a broken heart, Over 
Pompey led his devastating hosts. Hgro the 
famous Tenth Logion built their batterfes in 
besiogomont, Tho garden of Sey 
Woops at tho foot of it, Along tho base o 
this hill flashed the lanterns and torches « ; 
those who camo to arrest Jesus. From the 
trees on this hill the boughs were torn off 
and threwn into the path of Christ's triam- 
phal procession, Up and down the 
rond Josuy had walked twice a day 
from Bethany to Jerusalem, and from 
Jerusalem to Bethany There again and 
agnin, he had taught His disciples. Half 
way up this mount He uttered His lamen- 
tation, ‘Oh Jerusalem, Jerusalom!" From 
its heights Jesus took flight homeward when 
He had finished His early mission, There is 
nothing more for Him to do, A sacrifice 
was needed to make peace between the re 
creant earth and the outraged heaven, and 
Ho had offered it, Death needed to be con- 
quered, and Ho had put His resurrection foot 
“upon it, The thirty-three years of voluntary 
“exilo had ended. The grandest, tenderest, 
mightiest good-byo ever heard was now to 
be uttered. 

On Mount Olivet Jesus stands in a group of 
Galilee fishermen, Thoy had been togethor 
in many scones of sadness and persecution and 
had been the more endeared by that brother 
hood of suffering. They had expected Him 
to stay until the day of coronation when He 
would take the earthly throne and wayoa 
scoptro mightier, and rule a dominion w ider, 
than any Pharaoh, than any David, than any 
Caesar. But now all these anticipations 
collapse, Christ has given His last advice, 
He has offered His last sympathy. He haa 
spoken His last word, His hands are spread 
apart as one is apt to do when he pronounces 
a benediction, when suddenly the strongost 
and most stupendous law of all worlds 
is shattered. It is the law which, 
since the worlds were created, holds them 
together. It is tho law which holds every- 
thing to the earth, or temporarily hurled from 
earth, returns to it; the law which keeps the 
planets whirling around our sun, and our 
solar systems whirling around other systems, 
and allthe systems whirling around the 
throne of God—the law of gravitation. That 
law is suspended, or relaxed, or broken, to 
let the body of Jesus go. That Jaw had laid 
hold of Him thirty-three years before, when 
He descended. It had relaxed its grip of 
Him but once, and that when it declined to 
sink him from the top of the waves on Lake 
Galilee, on which He walked, to the bottom 
of the lake. That law of gravitation must 
now give way to Him whomade the law, It 
may hold the other stars, but it cannot long: 
er hold the Morning Sun of the redemption. 
It may holdthe noonday sun, but it cannot 
hold the Sun of Righteousness, Tho fingers 
of that law are about to open to let go the 
most illustrious being the world had ever 
seon, andwhom it had worst maltreated. 
Tho strongest laws of nature which philoso- 
phers ever weighed or measured must at 
last give way. It will break between the 
rock of Olivet and the heel of Christ's foot. 
Watch it, all ye disciples! Watch it, all the 
earth! Watchit, allthe heavens! Christ 
about to leave this planct. How? His 
friends will not consent to have Him go. His 
enemies catching Him would only attempt 
by another Calvary, to put Himinto some 
other tomb. I will tell you how. Thechain 
of tho most tremendous natural law is un- 
linked. The sacred foot of our "Lord and 
the limestone rock part, and part for ever, 

Leaning back, with pallid cheek and up 
lifted eyos, the disciples see their Lord rising 
from thosolid earth. Then, rushing forward, 
they would grasp His feet to hold Him fast, 
but they are out of reach, and it is too late to 
detain Him. Higher than the tops of the fig- 
trees from which they had plucked the fruit, 
Higher than tho olive-trees that shaded tho 
mount Higher, until he is within sight of 
the Bethlehem where He was born, and the 
Jordan where He was baptized, and the 
Golgotha where He was slain, Higher, until 
on stairs of floecy clouds He steps, Higher, 
until, intoa sky bluer than tho lake that 
could not sink Him, He disappears into a sea 
of glory whose billowing splendors hide him 
Tho fishermon watch and watch, wondering 

if the law of nature will not reassert ita af, 
and he sball in afew moments come back 
again, and they shall see him desco nding: 
first His scarred fect coming in sight, then 
the scarred sido, then the scarred brow, and 
they may take again His scarred hand. But 
the moments pass by, and the hours, and no 
reappearance, Gone outof sight of earth, 

but come within sight ofheaven, And rising 

still, not wolcomed by ono angelle choir like 
those who ono Christian night escorted Him 

down, but all heaven turns out to groot a 

home, and the temples have especial anth:

Iam ao glad that Christ broke the natural 
law of gravitation when He shook off from 
His feet the clutch of Mount Olivet.

The 
reign of law is a majostic thing, but the God 
who made it hisaright to break it. A law | 
is only God’s way of doing things, and if he 
chooses to do them some other way Ho has a | 
right todo so, A law is not strong enough 
to shackle the Almighty. Christ broke | 
botanical law when, ono;Monday morning in | 
March, on the way from Bothany to Jeru- 
salem, by a few words He turned a full- | 
leaved fig-tree into a lifeless stick. He broke | 
ichthyological law when without any natural | 
inducement, Heswung a great school of fish 
into a part of lake Tiberias where the fishor- 
men had cast their nots for eight or ten hours 
without the capture of a minnow; and by 
making a fish help pay the tax by yiolding | 
from its mouth a Roman stater, Christ 
broke the law of storms by compelling, with 
m word, tho angered sea to hush its; 
frenzy, and the winds to quit their bel- | 
lowing. He broke zoological law when He | 
made ,the devil possess the swine of | 
Gadara, He broke the law of economics 
when He made enough bread for five thou- 
sand people out of five biscuits that would | 
not ordinarily have been enough for ten of | 
the hungry. He broke intellectual law when, 
by aword, He silenced a maniac into placidi- 
ty. He broke physiological law when, by o 
touch, He straightened a woman who for 
eighteen years had been bent almost double, 
and when lieput spring into the footof inhum- 
ated Lazarus, and when, without medicine, 
He gave the dying girl back in health to the 
Syro-Phosnician mother, and when He made 
tho palatial home of the nobleman resound 
again with the laughter of his restored boy, 
and when, without knife or battery, He set 
cataracted eyes to seeing again, and the 
drum of the deaf ears to vibrating again, 
and the nerves of paralyzed arms to thrilling 
again, and then when in leaving the earth He 
defied all atmospheric law and physiological 
law, and that law which has in it withes and 
cables and’girders enough to hold the uni- 
vorse, the law of gravitation. 

The Christ who proved Himself on so many 
occasions, and especially the last, superior to 
law, still lives; and every day, in answer to 
prayer for the good of the world, He is over- 
riding thelaw.

Belleville. Action to sat aside a eale and 
c nveyance of land by the defendants, the 
Trost & Loan Uo, under the power of sale 
in a mortgage to che defendant, A. D, 
Ponton, Ths defendan's cho ‘rust & 
Lonn after effecting the ssle to the de- 
fondant, A.D, Pentondeductedthe amount 
of theic claim upoa the porshsse money 
and paid the balance into the court under 
the Trosteos Relief Act aad,on the appli- 
cation of Ellen Smith, executrix of the wil! 
of John Smith, the assignee of the mort- 
gago made by Moorman (the Trust & Lum 
Co's mortgagor) to the plaintiff, on hear- 
ing counsel for Ellen Smith and the plain- 
tiff, it was orderad in 1885 that the sum 
psid iato court should bo +paid out to 
Ellen Smi:h, the learned Jude holds that 
Ellen Smith egtopped herself from attack- 
ing the asle madoto Ponton by taking 
this money, and thatthe prjaocigle of 
est-ppel applies to cases of merely void- 
able sales as well ss to void tales. The 
question was whethor the plaiatiff claimed 
title under E}len Smith or whethey they 
wero priviesin csiate as to (gtop the 
plaintif’. In 1888 Ellen Smith absolutely 
reassigned the Mocrmgu mortgage to the 
plaintiff, who took with knowledge of the 
facts. This action was commenced oa 
13th of September, 1888, thesale attacked 
haviog taken place in Fobruary, 1880. 
The losrned Judge is of opinion that the 
plaintiff cannot occupy any higher or 
bettor position than Killen Smith, aad is 
the ofere not entitledto succeed, Judg 
ment dismissing the action with ecuteis 
aisinst the defendants the Trust & Loan 
Oo. and without cogs ag azainss the de 
foodant A. D. Ponton.

| during the week. So, deep is the impression 
| which this discourse has made that it may be 
snid it will do not less to preserve the peace 
of Europe than all the new legions which, 
Germany is preparing for, Count yon Moltke 
| has dispelled once for all the delusion that the 
next war is likely tobe ashort war. The 
| powers of Europe, he tells the world, “are 
, armed as thoy have never been armed before, 
| No one of them can be shattered in one or 
two campaigns so completely as to confess 
| itself beaten and to conclude peace on hard 
| terms, or not to recover in a year or two and 
| renew the conflict, It may be a 7-years’ 
| war; it may be a 80-years’ war. Woo to him 
| who sets fire to Europe.” 
‘ ‘There is no nation, there is perhaps even no 
| Emperor who, after such a warning as that 
| from the first soldier of his time, can enter 
| upon a war with a light heart. Till Count 
| von Moltke spoke the common idea was that 
| the next contest would be sharp but short. 
} No idea did more to make war possible and 
| probable, Count von Moltke said many 
othor striking things. It is the speech of a 
man who thinks much and speaks seldom. 
| The ora of Cabinet wars, he believes, is over. 
“We have now only people’s wars,” of which 
the consequences are incalculable, What is 
wanted is a strong government, strong 
enough to resist popular impulse. ‘For along 
' timo past only the sword has kept the sword 
| in its sheath.” It will be long before the

PARCELS’ TERRIBLE 
IN A QUICKSAND, 


JAMES H FATE 


Ilo Was Showly Sinking to Death for Ive 
HMours—A Crowd Mand ifrorta 
Thut Do the 
Doome!l Man, 

New Youtt, May 19.—Jamea H 
night dospatcher in tho Now York I 
Office, met a terriblo death Saturday night In 
Woodside, L.L, though for five hours 
almost the wholo population of the town was 
trying to save him, 

Mr, Parcols, who was about 50 yoars of nge, 
had built a new home for his wife and six 
children, but had not. moved into the house, 
In his yard a woll had beon driven, Mr. 
Parcels discovered Saturday morning that a 
portion of the pipe underground was dofec- 
tive, and In the afternoon, about 4 o'clock, ho 
sot about digging down to tho lower ond of 
it, intending torepair it. He began digging 
from the base of the boring which protected 
the upper portion of the pipe, and mado an 
oxcavation about two feot square, shovelling 
tho carth into a bucket, which was hauled up 
by his son Stephon, 

He had dug down to about 15 feot from the 
surfaco when his feet struck quicksand and he 
began to sink gradually, He shouted for 
hetp, but his son who had been hauling the 
basket up had gono into the house, 

When young Parcels reached the well and 
looked down his father was buried up to the 
waist in the quicksand. Stephen immedi- 
ately called Peter Brandt ond Lawrence 
Bock, who were at work in the house, A 
long bandied hoe was held down the well by 
Brandt and for nearly an hour Parcels 
‘cooped out the sand from around bimsolf 
and filled the buckets as fast as they could be 
hauled up, but no headway was mada A 
force greater than the mere weight of his 
body seemed to be drawing him down. 

Shortly aftor 5 o'clock Dr. 8, A. Wood ar- 
rived with a number of other villagers, and 
seoing that Mr. Parcels was down to his head 
in the sand quickly obtained a long rubber 
tubo and a bottle of brandy. Some of the 
brandy was conveyed to Mr. Parcels’! mouth 
and then the tube was given him so that ho 
might be able to breathe, even if his head 
should be covered. 

Mr. S, L. Neur then went down into the 
well on a ladder, taking a rope with him,and 
after scooping some of the sand from around 
Mr, Parcels’ body, succeded in placing a loop 

of the rope under his arms, 

The rope was run to the second story win- 
dow of the house and a dozen sturdy men 
hauled with all their might upon it but with- 
out effect, as the unfortanate man kept sink- 
ing. 

By this time a crowd of nearly a tiousand 
surrounded the well. Seoing that the attempt 
to pull Percels out of the sand was ineffectual 
thirty of tho monobtained shovels and began 
to'dig around the well. 

They worked with a will, but it wasa big un- 
dortaking,and at § o'clock they werostilla long 
way from Mr. Parcels, who had sunk entirely 
below the surface of the sand, bis head being 
covered. With the aid of the tubo in his 
mouth Mr. Parcels managed to breathe for 
nearly en hour after his boad was covered. 

Dr, Wood was as far down the well as it 
was safe to Zo and kept hold of the sinking 
man’s hand. The Doctor says that about }¢ 
he hoard Mr. Parcels say through the tubo, 
“Horry, hurry.” A fow seconds later he 
ceased to breathe. It was 1044 before the 
men who were digging succeeded in making 
an opening sufficient to pull the body of Mr. 
Parcels through sideways. His death was 
due to suffocation. 


PSYCHO BECOMES IMMORTAL. 


Citizen Train Has the Everlasting Twist on 
the Universe, 

Nsw York, May 19.—George Francis 
Train, who left for Tacoma via Chicago this 
evening, says thaton March 24 at the 182d 
meridian he passed beyond all human limit- 
ations and became immortal Tbe explana- 
tion, according to Citizen Train, is simple. 
In journeying around the globe within a 
certain number of days, he claims, one day 
is invariably lost, This upsotting of the 
ordinary inflexible laws of the calendar 
ocours at about the line of the 182d 
moridian. Citizen Train reached this 
point in the Pacific Ocean on what should 
have been and would haye been, had he re- 
mained at home, the 24th of March. But at 
meridian the 188d there was no Mth of 
March. Tremendous fact! and awful in its 
possibilities when one remembers that Citizen 
Train was born March 24, 1529. He alone of 
all men on earth bas succeeded in dodging a 
birthday, and consequently has become im- 
mortal and everlasting. So between the 
births of Morse and Stephenson—that is be- 
tween electricity and steam —this great 
apostle of psychic force looms up to-day a 
mighty and never-ending reservoir of psycho- 
logy.

In this connection it may not be out of 
place to take a momentary glanceover the 
ball-field for the past few years which 
game shows a most remarkable growth in 
popularity. 

Although the people of the 
States lay claim to the origin of the game, 
ithas afar more ancient origin. Ball 
playing as a pastime began away back in 
the dark ages. The Greeks are said to 
have played ball with a view to give grace 
and elactisity to their figures and a statue 
was crected by them to one Aristonicus for 
his proficienc yatthe game. Horace says 
that even the effeminate Matcenasamused 
himself during his journey playing ball. In 
the Greek gymnasia and in the Roman 
baths there were special apartments for 
ball playing, called spaeristeril, where 
certain rules and graduations of exercise 
were obseryed according to the of 
health of the player. The balls used were 
of various materials, the most common 
being of leather, inflated ; others were 
stuffed with feathers. The ancientdoctors 
would prescrible a course ofball tossing as 
the modern M. D. would prescribe pills. 
In the 17th century the game of ball was 
popular in the courts of Europe, especially 
in Italy and France, and was highly 
esteemed for its influence in promoting 
agility and strength, and as a means of 
health and enjoyment. 
of rounders to-day. In 1845 itfirst became 
a club game. but as early 1833 the 
Olympic Club was formed in Philadelphia, 
although it played nothing but “town ball’ 
one of the numerous varieties of the game, 
a large rubber ball being used. 

In 1867 the National Associationof Base 
ball players was organized in New York 
and during the year 1857-58-59 the ‘first 
series of games were played for the cham- 
pionship, This marked the beginning of 
modern base ball.

union of the various branches of Metho- 
dism in Canada, Albert College enjoyed 
an income ofwhich it was deprived by that 
event ; and the educational work which it 
has since been doing has made its finan- 
cial prosperty all the more difficult. We 
regret to say, however, that the debt has 
accumulated until it now reaches $30,000, 
and that it will be impossible for Albert 
College to live unless its frends come 
speedily to its financial aid. There are 
good indications that they will come. 

Some large subscriptions have already 
been given by prominent Methodists, and 
it is intended to appealto the Methodist 
people until the College is placed in an as- 
sured financial position. The work now 
being done by the College is of sucha 
character that its diminution by any finan- 
cial trouble would be a serious loss. It 
has nearly two hundred students annually, 
and supplies nearly half of the matriculants 
of Victoria University. This latter fact 
alone should appeal strongly to the friends 
of our educational work, which can hi: urdly 
consider the claims of Albert College apart 
from those of Victoria University itself, 

But also in theological study and “training 
for missionary effort the College is doing 
excellent work. It prepares young 
for the Christian ministry, and young men 
and women for the mission field. It main- 
tains co-education, affording young ladies 
as well as young menthe advantages of the 
highest culture. The school itself is pay- 
ing its way ; and if the debt were removed 
its efficiency could be much increased and 
the patronage much enlarged. Themove- 
ment to wipe out this debt has the hearty 
sympathy andsupport of the Rev, Dr, 
Carman, General Superintendent ; Rey. 
Dr. Potts, General Secr tary of Education 
Rey. Chancellor Burwash, and the.Presi- 
dents of the various Conferences, Rev.

In his heart the Frenchman has 
not forgiven the failure of the Panama canal 
scheme, which he believes was solely due to 
American {nterference, But it was in France 
that Capt. Zalinski found the greatest num- 
ber of private enterprises profitably engaged 
in manufacturing munitions of warfare, 
Capt. Zalinski does not think the next Euro- 
pean war will be initiated by trouble between 
Germany and France. It is far more likely 
that difficulties will begin in trouble between 
Germany and Russia, Everything seems to 
tend in that direction. 

Asa straw which shows, which way the 
wind blows, Capt. Zalinski mentioned an in- 
cident which he saw at one of the great 
Russian fairs near St, Petersburg. A flock 
of trained pigeons were liberated to select — 
from a row of flags of all nations the most 
favored countries.

Will this war be- 
tween capital and labor be settled by human 
wisdom? Never, The brow of tho one be-

Somotimes through a for- 
tunate invention, or through somo accident 
of prosperity, a man who had nothing 
comes to a large cetate, and wo see him arro- 
gant and supercilious, and tnking people 
by tho throat just as other people took bim 
by the throat. Thore is something very 
mean about human vature when it comos 
to the top. Butit is no more a sin to be 
rich than it is to be poor, Thero aro 
thoso who have gathered a great estate 
through fraud, and then thore are million- 
aires who ave gathered their fortune 
through for si,;lt in regard to changes in the 
markets, an’ (hirough brilliant business facul- 
ty, and every culise of their estate is as hon- 
est as the dollar waich thé plumber gets for 
mending a pipe. or the mason gets for build- 
ing o wall, Tuere are those who keep in 
poverty because their own fault, They 
might have been v¥ olf, but they smoked or 
chewed up their earnings, or they lived be- 
yond their means, while others on the samo 
wages and on the same salaries went on to 
competency. I known a man who is all tho 
time complaining of his poverty and crying 
out against rich men, while he himself keops 
two dogs, and chows and smokes, and is fill- 
ed to the chin with whiskey and beer!

I hear your child is 
sick with scarlot fever, If you want your 
wages a little earlier this week, so as to pay 
the nurse and get the medicine, Just come in- 
to my office any time.” 

After awhile, crash goes tho money mar- 
kot, and there is no more demand for the 
articles manufactured in that iron mill, and 
the owner does not kuow what to do. Ho 
says, “Shall I stop the mill, or shall [ run it 
on half-time, or shall I cut down the men's 
wages! He walks the floor of his counting- 
room all day, hardly knowing what to do, 
Toward evening he calls all the laborers to- 
gether, They stand all around, somo with 
arms akinibo, somo with folded arms, won- 
dering what the boss is going to do now, 
The manufacturer says:—'‘Mon, business is 
bad; I don’t make twenty dollars whore [used 
to make one hundred. Somehow, there is 
nodemandnow for what we manufacture, 
or but very little demand, You seo, I am 
At vast expense, and I have called you to- 
gothor this afternoon to see what you would 
advise, Idon’'t want to shut up the mill, 
because that would forco you out of work, 
and you have always been very faithful, and 
T like you, and you seem to liko me, and tho 
bairns must be looked after, and your wife 
will after awhile want a new dross. Idon’t 
know what to do.” 

There is a dead halt fora minute or two 
and thon one of the workmen steps out from 
tho ranks of his fellows, and s1ys:—‘Boss, 
you have been very gocd to us, and when you

Rewfoundlandors from thoir own bays and 
harbors. 

A Fronch war vossel entered St. Goorge’s 
Bay, drove out the Newfoundland fishlog 
svhoonora and confiscated thelr nots 
Naturally, the most intense excitement ox- 
fets and everywhoro fishermen are arm'ng 
protect their interests against Fronch ag- 
grossion. 

Her Majesty’s aloop-of-war Emorald has 
been ordered to the spot. The gonoral feol- 
ing is that while tho confiscation may not 
in itself precipitate a conflict between tho 
flanders and tbeir oppressors, it represents 
the first ink inthe chain of aggressions on

The sudden 
lifting of the fog undoubtedly saved the 
vessel from being wrecked. 


A FOOLHARDY LEAP. 


Tom Sheehan Jumps from a Bridge Sixty 
Foot High and Dies, 


AMSTERDAM, N.Y., May 26.—Thomas Shee- 
han, aged 22, was drowned this morning. 
Sheehan, with two other young men, was 
crossing the bridge over the Mohawk River 
at 11 o'clock this morniug. When near tho 
centre of tho bridge, one of the young men 
dared Sheehan to jump, saying that he would 
follow, Sheehan immediately pulled off his coat 
and bis companion did so too. The other 
young man did not think the two were 
serious, Sheehan mounted the railing and 
jumped into tho rivor, sixty feot below. The 
otler young man did not follow, and other 
people who witnessod Sheehan's act hastened 
to help him. He rose to the surface and 
swam a short distance towards the south 
shore, but was apparently overcome by 
cramps and sank.

Lord 
Coleridge isa diguifled, aristocratic looking 
man, with flao manners and a cultured voice, 
Lord Bramwell isa biuif, burly Briton, whose 
oratorical efforts are as wusical as the bark- 
ing of a bulldog, and whose appearauce is that 
of the typical London tradesman, Ho is an 
obstinate old gentleman, and he has not the 
slightest notion of attempting to conceal his 
opinions on any subject, When ho marched 
up tho House with Lord Coleridge and Lord 
Field, bo straggled out of the procession and 
tucked his scarlet-and-ermino robe under his 
arm, to tho dismay of the master of the cere- 
monica iu the embroidered tabard. Lord Field

Now, 
Mr. Ostrom says he goes _ in for the com- 
plete abolition of Separate schools while it 
cannot be done without the abolition of the 
schools in Quebec, He was as good a 
Protestant as any man in Canada and he 
thought any action that could be brought 
about to. defend our brethren in Quebec 
should also be done in Ontario as their 
interests were as valuable and dear as our 
own. Why has not Mr. Ostrom moved 
and advocated that the constitution be 
amended or something ofthat sort, but no, 
his voice has been silent in the 
house. These cries are false  mis- 
leading and dangerous and I warn you to 
not give them your attention. Ina notable 
and brilliant manner he showed forth the 
opposition members in their true color 
proving them to be men of most unstable 
and changable minds, men who have to 
stand upon a new platform or platforms as 
they find each one can afford them no 
relief, while Mowat and his noble band 
always found the platform of fair, square 
and honestadministration sufficient to carry 
them on to well earned and deserved vic- 
tory.

Messrs. Meredith, Hudson and Co. 
object that in Ontario one-fourteenth of the 
poor school fund is set apart for the sep- 
arate schools. They do not tell you that 
twice that proportion or one-seventh of the 
whole, is given to the Protestant schools 
of Quebec, besides the sumof $20,554.00 
is granted annually to exclusively Protes- 
tanteducational establishments. If a dollar 
were given to similar Catholic institutions 
in Ontario, what an outery would be made. 

In Que bec the taxes of corporate 
bodies, banks, railroads, etc, is divided 
between the Catholic and Protestant 
schools, Protestants getting one-third. In 
Ontario it rarely happens that the Catholic 
separate schools get any of these taxes 
although some corporations pay as high as 
$10,000.00 for school purposes. 

In Quebec there is a Protestant council 
of public instruction. The McGill Normal 
school trains their teachers and Shey are 
examined by Protestants exclusively. Here 
acry is raised because a few religious 
ladies who are not allowed by their rules 
to leave their houses tobe examined, are 
permitted to teach in our separate schools, 

Here it is objected that separate schools 
are‘increasing and therefore should be 
prohibited. In Ontario at theflast census 
there were’320,000 Catholics, Theyhave 
only 326 Separate schools. ZIn Quebec 
the Protestants numbered 188,000. They 
have 978 schools. Ifa Catholic in Quebec 
were to propose to curtail the privileges 
granted their separate schools would be 


an object of redicule and would have no | besides 


influence, and they tellus here it is neces-

port. except the one that was in the 
Empire, and which was not signed and 
which was never, believe laid upon the 
table of this house, to again ask the privi- 
lege of allowing the house to have a state- 
ment of the amount of the expenses in 
connection with the investigation. That 
commissioner should never have been 
appointed. I am surprised at my hon. 
friend, the leader of the government, as 
wellas my hon. friend the minister ot | 
customs, knowing that gentleman’s actions 
heretofore, having consented to placing 
him in such a responsible position. Some 
years ago—I am obliged to make this 
statement to show the reason for the 
course | am taking—Mr. Wood was re- 
moved for some cause or other from the 
post office at Madoc, and, at the same 
time,he had been guilty ofissuing marriage 
certificates, and taking pay for those mar- 
riage certificates, without license. The fee 
at that time was $0 for the license, $4 of 
which went to the government and $2 to 
the issuer of the license. In was stated 
that 42 of these certificates were given, all 
of which were illegal.and which would, of 
course, leave upon the children, the issue 
of those marriages, the stamp of illegiti- 
macy. It was brought to public notice at 
last by Messrs. W: allbridge of Belleville’ 
and they were bound to prosecute Mrf 
Wood, Sitting on this chair alongside o 
me in this chamber, Mr, Wood asked my 

,advice as to what he had better do in view 
| of the prosecution, He didnot admit that 
| 42 certificates had been issued, buthe ad- 
| mitied that he had issu- 
cd certificates without license and that 
marriages had taken place under them, 
which were no marriages at all, and he 
wanted to know what he would do. He 
told me he thoughtthe best thing he 
could do was to home and 
throwup his wardenship and reeveship 
and leave the country. 1 advised him not 
todo so, because [| though» it was a 
political persecution—not because I agreed 
with Mr. Wood politically, but because I 
believed he was persecuted. ‘These facts 
were known to the premier of the country. 
They were well known to the minister of 
customs, and it did strike me that after 
what I stated last session and the session 
before, it was time that those gentlemen 
should be stopped from giving this man 
such a position as he has held.

New Yon, May 24--A protty Chiness 
girl was found coWorlng in a room on the top 
floor of No, 11 Mott-street Yostorday after. 
noon and was reached by the polico. If the 
girl's story, as fhtorpreted, is true sho bad 
been bought from a gamblor for £000 and 
forced to ongagodu an immoral life for the 
financial benefit of ber purchaxor, 

The rescuo and arrest of the man who 
claims to own thé girl agitated Chinatown 
to such on oxtont that business generally 
Was suspended, and ovon tho opium joints 
wore noglected for the time being, 
All tho iobabitauts of Mott-stroot gath- 
oret in tho vicinity of No, il, a 
doublo five-story tenement, with a prosed- 
brick front aud moro pretentious appenr- 
ance than its neighbors It was erected 
with Chineso capital, and oach floor is sub- 
divided many times nod occupied by several 
tenants, Almost overy article of trade known 
to Chinatown, front Joss to fun-tan, can be 
found in the ULuildiiy, and, it is « Inimed, the 
upper floors are given up to whito women of 
the worst class 

The Chineso girl, Who gave her namo as 
Suen Yee, was found in room 14, on the top 
floor of the building, by Policemen O'Connor 
apd Dwyer, of tho Tombs Police Court, 

When tho officors entered tho room the girl 
tried to escape, but Was captured. Sho 
afterwards said her owner, Leo Khi, had 
told hor that policemen were all murdorers 
and that whito men gonerally wero pos- 
sessod of slinilar proclivities, and sho thought 
that the officers had come to kill hor because 
sho bad offended Lao Khi. Leo was also 
found in the room and bo was arrested on a 
charge of abduction, 

They were taken to tho Tombs and ar- 
raigued before Justice Gorman. Difficulty 
was experienced in obtaining an interproter, 
as tho Chinamen who could speak English 
claimed thelr couunttymen would kill them 
if they interfered. Finally ono was found 
who nereed to act privately, and the girl 
Was taken to tho justice's examination room. 
Sho is quite young looking, aud when sbe 
smiles and shows hor pearly teeth is re 
markably pretty. At othor times sho bas a 
wearied and somewhat hardened oxpreasion. 

Sho said sho was born in Amoy, China, 
nineteen years ago and enmo'to this country 
four years ago, After residing in San Fran- 
cisco three yoars she was brought to Now 
York by a Chinese gambler named Ah Moon, 
who sold her to Leo Khi for £600 and then 
went back to China, Since coming to this 
city she said she bad lived with Leo Khi at 
No, 11 Mott-stroot, and ho had forcod hor to 
load an immoral life,” When she objected he 
would beat her witha “black jack” (slung 
shot), ‘Tho girl said sho did not want to 
Tead on immoral life and wished to be pro- 
tected from the man, as 4,0 was afraid of 
him, She said sho wanted to be good, “Just 
like a Melican lady,” She said she was 
“swindled” when sho was brought hore from 
San Francisco by As Moon, He told her 
they wero coming here.tu live, and ufter he 
lost all his monoy playing fan-tan ho sold her 
to Leo Khi for #600 and went back to China. 
Sho said she was ‘‘oxcited” when she was sold 
to Leo Khi and did not know much about the 
transaction, but Le told herhe “bought her 
for business purposes,” 

Leo Khi was committed to the Tombs 
Prison in default of $2500 bail for his appear - 
ance and the girl was committed to the 
House of Dotention os a witness, Col. 
William C, Beecher and the Chinese consul 
have boen invited to be present at tho hear- 
ing. Col. Beecher is a mombor of the Chris 
tian Chinese Association and has in his em- 
ploy a trustworthy and compotent inter- 
preter who is not afraid of the other China- 
men, Leo Khi's friends say he claims the 
girl as his wifo aud they deny the stories of 
ill-treatment, but Khi himself grins and says 
nothing. 

The Chinamen who were instrumental in 
bringing about tho arrest say there is abund- 
ant proof that tho girl was held for immoral 
purposes and was frequently and prut- 
ally beaten by Leo Khi, who never allowed 
her to leave the room and rarely gaye out- 
siders a chance to getoven a glimpse at her, 
It is asserted that Leo Khi kept a burly 
Chinaman on the landing below as a guard 
and only men who were vouched for by Leo 
Khi could pass. According to the stories in’

Montrenl Loses Boodier Ke 
New York, May 23—John Kveensaa, the 
Bismarck of the County Democracy, who 
ran off to Canada four years agoin antici- 
pation of an indictment for bribing the 
members of the “boodle” Board of Aldermen 
of 1884, has returned to this city and yester- 
day went through the farce of surrendoring 
himself to the district attorney, 

Although Keenan was popularly supposed 
to bave handled theo Broadway railroad 
“boodle,” which was distributed among the 
aldermen who voted away the valuable fran- 
chise, ho was not indicted until Oct, 19, 1880. 
Ho was in Montreal then and hassince been 
a fugitive from justice, Hoe is now on $40,- 
000 bonds to answer to the indictment 
against him when it is called. But Col. Fol- 
lows has practically admitted that there is 
no prospect of trying Keenan, and it is pro- 
bably only a questson of a few days'when all 
proceedings against him will be dropped.

- Commissioners and License Inspectors, 
Tt will be well remembered by many of our 
readers, that before this power was assum- 
ed by the Government when it was vested 
in the municipalities, there were -com- 
plaints all overthe Province, that the old 
System worked badly, that license inspec- 
tors were appointed and licenses granted 
_ without any regard to justice or merit— 
that a log rolling practice, favoritism in 
making appointments and in granting 
licenses, everywhere prevailed. It 
urged by both political partics in order to 
get rid of tha leg-rolling interference of 
“members of municipal councils, that the 
Government should take the power and 
assume the authority of appointing com- 
missioners to do the work. The Govern- 
ment complied with the universal demand 
and itis unreasonable to blame it for what 
_ jtdid in thismatter in the}way of legislation 
and accuse it of centralization for the pur- 
pose of increasing its own power and 
‘patronage. Moreover, when, under a 
willing misapprehension of the true mean. 
ing and intent of the British North 
America Act the Federal Government 
sumed that it had the sole right to legis- 
late on the licensing of liquor sellers it 
passed a general act on the subject, but 
it did not change the — system 
materially nor did it restore the power to 
the muicipalitics. Fiom this may 
~assume,and that most reasonably too, that 
both political parties favored the system 
which the Mowat government adopted 
with regard to the appointment of 
license commissioners and license inspec- 
tors. Underthese circumstances then, 
would it not be most unreasonable to con- 
demn the Mowat government because _ it 
exercised the power given by the legisla- 
ture. 

It is further said that all 
commissioners and license inspectors are 
Partisan supporters of the governmen¢ 
Well,be it so, has it not been the uniform 
practise ofall Canadian governments froZ 
time immemorial to makeallappointments 
in the civil service from among their own 
Supporters? Ifa new government should 
take the place of that of Mr. Mowat as the 
result of the pending election, but which 
event is not likely to occur, that new gov 
ernment,following well established preced- 
ents would adopt specisely the same prac- 
tice as Mr. Mowat pursued 

matter. It has been urged, but not satis- 
factorily substantiated, that some of the 
license commissioners are extremely parti 
San, most unjust and partial, even coercive 
in the discharge of the functions of their 
Office. Weare bound to say that itis the 
duty of the government, indeed, of al 
governments, to punish their subordinate 
in office whenever they are proved to be 
guilty of malfeasance of office, any infrac 
tion of thelaw or any malicious orintention 
al Wrong to any one of her majesty’s sub 
jects, no matter what his creed, politic 

or race may be. 

We think we have fairly and reasonably 
placed all the facts of the case in regard to 
the temperance, liquor license, lc 
and the appointment of license commis 
sioners and inspectors before our readers.

Equal Rights. 


To the Editor of the Onranio. 

In my last communication I made some 
statements that will scarcely be credited by 
those who read the Mail, that able paper 
so famed for its faculty for making moun- 
tains out of molehills. Some weeks ago it 
made the statement that the school taxes 
of corporations in Quebec mostly composed 
of Protestants, were divided according to 
the school Popareon of each district who 
were mostly Catholics.

Only 
the taxes leviel on these rare exceptions 
are divided accordingly to School popu- 
lation, Ind smilar case in Ontario all the 
taxes would go to the Public School.” 
And the Mailfinds no injustice in this. 
He objects that the Public Schools of 
Quebec are Citholic Schools. Why not 
when the Proestants in almost every case, 
possible have established schools ot their 
own, I willnotoccupy your space by 
multiplying instances as I might do inde- 
finitely to show how the agitators practise 
the divine pricept of “Do unto all men as 
you would thit they shoulddo unto you.” 

Mr, H, E, Clarke is reportedto have said 
in Toronto or Wednesday “It is the busi- 
ness of the State to make good Canadians, 
it is not the basiness of the State to make 

zood Protestants orgood Catholics.” Does 
Mr. Clarke pretend that good Protestants 
are not good Canadians?

think on the contrary that itis better for 
the state thit both Catholics and Protes- 
tants are instructed in their respective re- 
ligions, Tie present common school sys- 
tem aims te teach fundamental truths,com- 
mon to allchristian denominations but it 
is only thoie teachers that children are 
taught by tieir parents to respect that, can 
have permanent influence for good. 

I do notwish to be understood as advo- 
cating the ixtension of separate schools in 
rural distrits. Not that children do not 
require religious instruction in the country 
as well as ia towns and cities and because 
the successul maintenance of theseschools 
in the towrship is often impracticable. For- 
tunately wi have not many inspectors in 
Ontario of he stamp of J. L. Hughes. If 
the Cathole laity of Ontario do not desire 
separate schools as has been stated the 
reason is that in most cases their religious 
convictions have been respected in the 
public schvols. But ‘there is no Catholic 
possessedof any manhood who will not 
resist by évery legitimate means in his 
power the attempt to deprive him of the 
right to establish separate schools should 
such a famtic as Hughes, who cannot 
speak of the Catholic church without utter- 
ing an untruth, have control of the educa- 
tion of hischildren. 

It is a melancholy fact that many of our 
public mea find an advantage in using the 
sacred name of religion to cover their fail- 
ure in politics and that ministers of the re- 
ligion of love should preach the gospel of 
hate, Here we have the leader of a great 
party who shortly before pamscunces his 
own condemnation by declaring that he 
who sowed religions discord “would be an 
enemy cf his country and of his God” lead 
ja baseless agitationagainst an unoffend 
ng minority when he thought 
he saw ichance to’attainto placeand power 
by defaning the “common enemy.”

The nominations yesterday both in the 
city and at Canifton, were largely attended.

Mr. Hudson was the first to ad- 
dress the large auidence, but his remarks 
had in them more that favored the govern- 
ment than condemned. The Separate 
Schools were his hobby, but the letter in- 
troduced by Mr, Clute shows him up in 
his true style. 

Mr, Biggar followed in an address that 
was a surprise and delight to his friends. 
He has always been credited with being an 
able man, but his speech yesterday show- 
ed that he possessed far more ability than 
he had been given credit for. It warmed

At Canifton Mr. Vermilyea had the 
majority with him and whs justified on 
every hand for the attacks of his opponent 
and sustained his reputation as a careful 
scruplous and reliable debater, 

The men are inthe field the bars are 
down and a week of earnest honsst work 
is to be done and east and west Hastings 
shall surely be redeemed, Let every man 
do his duty on Thursday next by voting 
for Vermilyea and Biggar and victory 
fshall be ours. 

Mr, G. W. Ostrom was the first speaker. 
He annonuced himself for Meredith bady 
and breeches “sink orswim.’’

His 
statement that of the 130,000 Catholic 
children in the province 100,000 attended 
public schools showed how little there was 
in the abolition cry except for party pur- | 
poses. He said if separate schools can- | 
not be abolished without smashing con- 
federation, let confederation go. 

Mr, Biggar was greeted with ringing 
cheer after cheer. The demonstration of 
popularity gave him confidence and he | 
Started in a rattling speech saying he was 
going to fight and would fight to win. Mr. ! 
Ostrom said he, Mr. Biggar, had the sup-; 
port of twe great organizations, the Catho- ! 
lic church and the Grand Trunk railway. 
The statement was untrue. The Catholics 
were against Mr. Meredith becausehe had ! 
told them he did not want their votes. The 
Grand Trunk railway men if they support- 
ed him would do so by their own choice. 
He defied Mr. Ostrom, if he knew of one 
who had been intimidated, to bring him 
forward. There was notone such person. | 
lhe Intelligencer’s statement thatassolici- 
tor of the Midland railway he, (Mr. Big- 
gar) would oppose the Nippising railway, 
was false.
